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A Visit to The C anadian Fron t Line in Flanders 

ADJT. PENFOIJ) Visits the Trenches and Describes His Experience*— 
A Glimpse at Ypres — The Nightly Prayer Meeting in the Field 



IHA-VE just returned from a week's visit 10 
the Caoadian'front line in Flanders, including 
a visit to the bpys in the front firing trench. 
After the steady roar of artillery tire for a 
week, ibis Little seaport town somewhere in 
France seems extremely quiet. 

Arriving at the little town a few miles back 
of the trenches at 2 a.m., I found a very heavy 
bombardment of the German lines going on. I 
was afterwards informed that this was the heavi- 
est cannonading to date. The Germans, in reply- 
ing, sent some shells into (he town, but fortun- 
ately these fell into an open spaec, and no one 
wa« injured. It was rather difficult to get to sleep 
35 the heavy explosions made quite a row and 
shook the buildings quite a hit. This town had 
been shelled frequently, and shows the c/Tects of 
the explosions. It is remarkable how many of 
the civil population. Still remain and cling to Ihcir 
homes, although warned of their danger. 'The 
house I was billeted in had been hit by two shells, 
and the occupants now leave the town at night, 
returning in tbe morning. 

FOCK-MAKKEE WITH SHELLS 

I arrived on Saturday, and! on Sunday held a 
service. We had a good crowd and a splendid 
time. I was able to look up a numher of Salva- 
tionists and give them a word of cheer. At one 
of the camps I met six comrades who had made 
it a practice, while back, out of the trenches, to 
have a little prayer meeting in the field each 
evening. I was just in time to join them in* this 
before they had to turn in. It was a solemn little 
service, as the next day they would be returning 
to the trenches, and the result of that is always 
uncertain. However, we commended each other 
to God, assured that whatever happened, all 
would be well. The men were all very glad to 
scejnc, and were anxious to have me with them. 

In company with Captain Ee$t (a Y h M,C.A, 
Officer), I paid a visit to the men in the front 
Irenches, and this was an experience I shall never 
» forget., Securing our gas and shrapnel helmets, 
we started off shortly after breakfast on our 
journey. After travelling a couple p£ miles, we 
came into one district where the Germans threw 
over their curtain of shells to prevent reinforce- 
ments going forward during the recent big attack' 
on the Canadian line. The ground is literally 
pock-marked with shell holes. In some places 
several together, and again only ten or fifteen 
feet apart. 

. STICKING TO HIS JOB 

We stopped and haJ'a light lunch in a liti'c 
refrcshment room run by the Y.M.C.A. in a 
dugout. This caters to the men going to and 
from the trenches, and had to be moved recently 
as a shell blew in the back of the place, and 
wounded the man in charge in the face. He is 
very plucky, and still sticks to his job. A little 
farther on wc came to the field dressing station, 
which is located in a strong dugout. Four out- 
post dressing: stations arc attached to this one, . 
and arc located along the front in the trenches. 
Immediately a man is wounded, his hurt is 
dressed; he is innoculated against infection, and 
is carried back to the dressing station. 

Here he is carefully examined, and if his con- 
dition is at all serious,, he ia put into an ambu- 
lance (which is always at hand) and taken to 
the railhead, or, if necessary, to the base, and 
within a few hours is receiving every attention 
possible to modern science. No wonder the 
men's recovery from their wounds are so rapid 
and in so many cases marvellous, seeing they 
arc so well attended to. 

From here we proceed towards the. front, 
accompanied by another officer who acts as a 
guide. We travel along a sheltered path to 
screen us from the .enemy look-oats and obser- 
vation bau&aijs, whicl) look like huge sausages 
suspended in/the sky. We are by this tinie-quftc 
accustomed 1& the Shriek -of the big shells wfricli . 
go, 'oyer -our heads, t e report

enquire our way, nnd arc directed as follows: 
Take the first turn to (he kit, pass ihrough ihc 
eemelery and go down Lovers' Lane, which will 
lake you up to the front." Wc carry out instruc- 
tions, and reach the cemetery. Although just 
behind the lines, it is well cared for, and the 
graves arc marked with neat lilllc crosses. We 
enter Lovers' Lane, which was surely named by 
some one with a grim sense of humour. It is a 
narrow, muddy, communication trench, lending 
110 through the most desolate sight iniaginahlc. 
What was once a beautiful woods is now a 
langlcd mass of broken and splintered limbs 
and trunks of trees, devoid of every vestige of 
life, which has hecu burnt up by chemicals and 
E.is from bursting shells. Were it not for the 
booming of the guns and ihc bursting of the 
shell*, it would be a typical scene of death. Tt is 
such a contrast to a few miles hack of the line, 
where ^everything is beautiful and green, and 
where ihc birds are singiug. 

"QUEEN AND YONGE STREETS" 

General Sherman declared that "War is hell," 
and this huge scar across the face of Nature 
looks as if it was caused by a blast from the pit 
sweeping over it. We soon reach [he support, 
and finally the front, trench, where wc have our 
first view of the German trenches through the 
periscope. We look out Over "No-Man's Land,*' 
and it seems hard to betieve that just over that 
shortspacc of twenty-eight yards of ground cov- 
ered wllb mud and a tangled mass of barbed 
wire the Germans arc living behind the row of 
sandbags which form their parapet. 

This is a well-known portion of the trench 
which has changed hands several limes. Onr 
men arc very cheerful, and seem to enjoy their 
life in the trenches. They arc well led, and, con- 
sidering the circumstances, are made very com- 
fortable. Now that the fine weather has come, 
it improves conditions for trench life. 

We pass Rat Ajlcy {so named in honour of 
numerous and uninvited guests), and soon we 
fancy wC are in Toronto, as wc^ome to King 
and Queen aijd^onge Streets. * We are also 
reminded of 'London by Grand Fleet, Piccadilly, 
and Oxford Circus. "Fritz"- sends over a hatf- 
dazen "coal boxes'' white we arc there. A couple 
of them burst quite near us, and wc secure as 
souvenirs some pieces of the shell which strike 
against the bay wc arc crouching behind for 
protection. 

After spending some hours in the trenches, wc 
start an aur return journey, and go out over (he 
open ground in extended order. It is not neces- 
sary to be reminded by the sign-boards that this 
is a dangerous road by daylight, as the shell holes 
in the ground denotes that fact. Wc return by 
way of Yprcs, and enter the town by the famous 
shrapnel corner. This is under observation by 
the enemy, and is a dangerous spot. Brother 
McSwain [old me that while passimr here - he 
had fivp machine gun hullets go through the leg 
of his hip boots, but fortunately they did not 
wound him. 

DOWN LOVERS' LANE 

The devastation of Yprcs is complete, and as 
far as I could observe only one house has escaped. 
Although. the citizens have all left long since, 
the enemy still keeps on shelling the town. The 
Cathedral and Cloth Hall, which must have been 
very beautiful, arc now a sad sight, and arc the 
crowning evidence of the effect of war in Bel- 
gium. One of the. most striking things about 
the Cathedral is the fact that while all the other 
Statues that ornamented the building arc broken, 
the- figure of Christ over the main doorway is 
stilf untouched. . He still stands with hands out- 
stretched in the midst of this scene of desolation. 
What a symbol of the truth that amidst all the. 
death and destruction of this present great world 
conflict; He is still the same, "yesterday, to-day,. 
and forever." ' :

It 
certainly is a little startling, as Ihc guns are 50- 
wcH concealed that you can rarely detcet tbeir 
whereabouts.

Captain Ainslic is The Salva- 
tion Army' Chaplain at Camp 
Hughes, Man., was some time ago 
appointed to visit those who ha^c 
been bereaved by war, and also the 
relatives of those who have been 
wounded," said the Brigadier. 

This Officer, although not ?ny too 
strong, is devoted to her work. 
Each day she scans the casualty list 
and enters in her record for a pur- 
pose, the names and addresses of the 
relatives residing in the cily and 
visits them the very first opportun- 
ity. Occasionally a comrade Officer 
or Soldier assists her in her labours 
of love, and she and they tell of 
many pathetic incidents that occur 
from time to time in connection 
with their work. 

"Thank you so much for calling," 
said one dear woman. She was the 
wife of a sergeant-major recently 
hilled at the front. Her eyes were 
red with weeping, and her voice 
Ehook with great sobs, of grief, for, 
after having received the telegram 
from Ottawa advising her of the 
death of her husband, a letter from 
him came to hand. It was full of 
hope and cheer. "I expect to be go- 
ing to England in a few days for a 
brief furlough," thus wrote the -now 
deceased .man. "Poor Jack and T 
have been married nine years, and I 
never remember seeing him frown. 
In all his letters there was never a 
word of complaint." -

THE C HIEF SEC RETARY 

SAYS GOOD-BYE AT HAMILTON, MONTREAL, AND 
KINGSTON 



TWENTY years ago Colonel 
Gaskin paid his first visit to 
Hamilton, Ont., and he still 
retains lively recollections of 
thc splendid welcome ac- 
corded him. The local papers, in 
reporting the event, described his 
address on that occasion as "one of 
thc most eloquent cvtr heard in 
Hamilton." 

The Colonel, being a modest man, 
did not quite agree with the reporlcr, 
but nevertheless he kepi (hat news- 
paper cutting on file for a number 
of years. It sort of cheered him np 
in trying time and encouraged him 
to persevere towards the attainment 
of such a high standard. 

In his farewell address lo lhc 
Hamiltonians on Ihe 13th day of 
July in this year of gTacc, 1916, lhc 
Colonel referred to that welcome 
meeting and thc report thereof, and 
ancc more gave proof that his elo- 
quence has not departed from him. 
It was rather a bad night for elo-

At the 
sound of thc bell they rush to the 
door of the dining-room ; hands all 
washed, and, one by one, they enter 
the room with thc order of a trained 
battalion of Soldiers, to thtlr respec- 
tive places at thc tables, "Be pre- 
sent at our table. Lord" is sung with 
great feeling and harmony, and. soon 
every tnontb is going fulE steam 
until the hungry feeling is alleviated. 

The girls arc taken for a swim in 
Lake Sim cot in the morning and 
lhc boys in (he afternoon, This lake 
possesses a hcantiful sandy bottom 
and thc children are able to go out 
for a considerable distance and en- 
joy the wading and waddling m 
good style. The swimming, ability 
that is demonstrated is remarkable.

r A WAR EPISODE 

WHILE the eyes" oE the 
world have been fixed on 
the European battlefields 
there has been enacted, 
unnoticed and in a far 
fthcatre of the war scarcely laid down 
in maps, a drama of arms almost 
;un rivalled. 

A British expedition, consisting-- of 
■only twenty-seven officers and men, 
after a journey of a year, penetrated 
[to the heart of Africa and brought to 
a successful conclusion operations 
ithat transferred from German to 
British control a region imracasur- 
'ably greater than the entire territory 
■for which ?ast armies are now bat- 
tling on the Western European 
ifroot. 

The goal of the expedition was 
lake Tanganyika, on the flank of 
(the German East African colony. 
iTo reach it the expedition had to 
3i[crally hew its way through the 
bush for 166 miles to the Lualaha 
River, which flows into Lake Tan- 
gauylka, 350 miles further on. 
i Over this entire distance the ex- 
pedition transported two armed - 
jnotor boats, the Mirai and the Ton* 
iTou, dragging 1 them through the 
bush hy ox team and traction eii- 
fcines, hewing roads, bridging cullies 
and streams and overcoming difiicuU 
iies that would seem almost iiisuper- 
ablc in a country of civilization 
where every aid of engineering was 
instantly at hand. The water supply 
failed, not enough being found even 
fnr the boilers of the tractors, and 
]iimdreds of natives had to be im- 
pressed to carry water in jars for 
miles through the jungle. 



THE TRAFALGAR OF AFRICA 

WHEN the river was reached one 
set of troubles was merely c.-^ 
changed for another. The boats were 
launched, but mud bars, trencheroua 
currents and numerous obstruction? 
made the journey by water almost 
as slow as that through Lhe busb, 
Even when the lake was reached it 
was found necessary to construct 
harbour works to protect the craft 
^from the sudden and violent storms 
of the region. 

At length the Mimi and the Tou- 
iTou were got in fighting trim and 
tbe hunt for the German flotilla be- 
gan. The day after Christmas^ the 
German gunboat Kingant was sight- 
ed on Boxing Bay, and, after a spir- 
ited fight, was captured. A six- 
weelcs' eruise of the lake followed 
before this victory was elinehed by 
.the sinking of the Von Wetssman, 
^he German flagship in the East 
'African waters. It was the Trafal- 
gar of Africa, leaving the British in 
■complete possession of the region. 
■ Theaceount of this -extraordinary 
expedition, when it shall be written, 
will prove more interesting to lovers 
of the adventurous than many great- ' 
er operations in better known Gelds. 
'It is .exploits like this that give the 
'ioucti of romance to war which the 
gigantic struggles in the European 
[theatres have failed to. impart.

The meeting was opened by a stir- 
ring song, accompanied by the mass- 
ed Bands. Captain Atkinson and 
Mrs. Major Walton ihen prayed, 
Following a seleeiion by the Mass- 
ed Bands, Sergeant- Major Collcy, of 
No. I., in his usual genial manner, 
mid of the splendid limes he had 
had in the meetings led by thc Col- 
onel. Seeing it was (he wish of his 
leaders to scud him to a new field of 
labour, the sooner the farewell was 
over, and the new Chief Secretary 
installed, |hc better, in order tbat 
the work of God would not be dis- 
turbed.
